It was reported the bank examiner was placed in charge follow-] 


ing discovery of a shortage totaling about $100,000. 

Sailor, reached at the pants, told 
the Post-Dispatch he was in charge 
and that deposits were not being 
accepted. He said he could not dis- 
cuss the reported shortage. 

Neither President Mueller nor 
the cashier, Harry G. Freiert, were 
at the bank today. Mueller, reached 
by telephone at the Huzzah Hunt- 
ing and Fishing Club, near Steele- 
ville, Mo., said to a reporter that 
he did not know of the reported 
shortage.

STATE DRIVERS’ LICENSE BILL 


Reports Measure Is Not Workable 
and Would Have Cost $150,- 
000 to Put in Operation.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 31.— 

The automobile drivers’ license bill, 

sponsored by the Automobile Club 


of Missouri and the American Le- 
gion, was reported to the Senate 
today by the Senate Roads and 
Highways Committee with a rec- 
ommendation that it do not pass. 
The report kills the bill. 

Senator Donnelly of Lebanon, 
chairman, said the committee had 
concluded the bill, in the form in 
which it was drafted, was not 
workable, and that the committee 
was informed it would cost the 
State about $150,000 to put the li- 
cense plan in operation. 

Under this bill all automobile 
drivers would have been required to 
obtain drivers’ licenses,, which 
would be issued for three years, 
without fee or examination.

Croatian Flag Said to Have Been 
Raised in Three 
Ports.

VIENNA, March 31.—The Na- 
tional Socialist newspaper “Nacht- 
funk” received reports today from 
Ljubljana that a mutiny had brok- 
en out on Jugo-Slavian warships 
in harbors at Spalato, Dalmatia 
and Kotor, Hungary, but had been 
put down.

On Way Home From Tulsa. 

The Canadian party was return- 
ing to Winnipeg from Tulsa, Ok., 
where the team had engaged in an 
international series with the Dia- 
mond Oilers, A. A. U. champions 
of the United States.

Thrown Through Side of Plane. 

The fuselage of the ship broke 
in two on striking the ground. 
Phillips, apparently sitting at the 
point of the break, was hurled 
through the metal sides. 

The accounts of survivors, the 
crushed left wing and the position 
of the wreckage indicated the pilot 
had sideslipped in an attempt to 
avoid overshooting the tiny field 
which he had chosen to land his 
heavy, disabled craft. 

The plane was a regular licensed 
craft used by O’Brien in a flying 
business which he had taken up as 
a hobby. F. H. Longeway, Federal 
aeronautical inspector at Minne- 
apolis, said it was licensed to carry 
12 passengers and two pilots, which 
was today’s load. 

Four Persons See Crash. 

M. A. ‘Norlin,’ Independence, 
Kan., and F, E. Harvey, Neodesha, 
telephone linemen, and Harry’ Wil- 
son and Robert Maxwell, th of 
Tulsa, witnessed the crash. They 
propped up the right wing of the 
ship and hurriedly began extract- 
ing the victims from the cabin. 

Telephone calls started a pro- 
cession of ambulances, and private 
automobiles hurrying toward the 
scene over muddy roads from 
Neodesha. 

As soon as they could be loaded 


into cars the injured were brought 


to a hospital here. Emergency 
calls were made for physicians 
from nearby towns. 

Phillips, another occupant of the

Finds Revolver Shell. 

Burton testified that going up 
the driveway leading to the 
Schleuter home at 8:15 a. m. to- 
‘day he found a discharged .38 culi- 
ber revolver shell, which he ex- 
hibited in court. Police ballistics 
experts kad previously said, after 
examination of the bullet removed 
from Mrs. Schlueter’s body, that 
she was shot by a .38 caliber re- 
volver, apparently of cheap make, 
since the rifling marks were broud, 
not thin and well-defined, as would 
be the case if an expensive weapon 
had been used.

Testifying for two hours and a 
half before the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee, Thompsor 
said that to carry out that aim, the 
main purpose of the law was to 
assure full information on all is- 
sues to purchasers of stocks and 
bonds. 

“We can’t protect the fools but 
we can give investors every rea- 
sonable opportunity to obtain in- 
formation through the Federal 
Trade Commission on securities of- 
fered for saie,” he said. 

Other witnesses were indorsing 
the measure before the Senate 
Banking Committee, wich Iike- 
wise speeded the bil’. 

Under examination by Repre- 
sentative Lea (Dem,), California, 
Thompson said it was true that; 
worthless stocks could continue to 


be sold so long as there was no ele- 
ment of fraud. 

Chairman Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, continued the hearing into 
the afternoon, announcing: “We 
want to close the hearings by to- 
morrow, and not later than Mon- 
day noon in any case.” 

As to Present Securities. 

Thompson said the 90-day pro- 
vision in the bill would not apply 
to “issues now on the market.”

He said, 
however, issues authorized but not 
sold in 90 days prior to enacement 
of the bill would come under the 
law. He said “the time of market- 
ing” would probably determine the 
issue.

The lesislation puts up to the 
Treasury and Justice departments 
the fixing of regulations under 
which future permits for liquor 
may be allowed by physicians. 

The House passed the bill yester- 
day by a vote of 153 to 59.

Celler said the meAsure removed 
the present limit of one pint of 
whisky or one quart of wine every 
10 days to.a patient and semovel 
the limit of 100 prescriptions to 
each physician every 90 days. 
“These sections of the prohibi- 
tion law have been insults to the 
medical profession,” Celler said. 
“The American Medical Associa- 
tion has opposed these restrictions 
for 13 years.” 

The bill permits the issuance ot 
all the liquor necessary to meet 
the medical needs of patients, and 
eliminates the requirement that a 
doctor must specify the illness of 
patients in prescriptions. 

In addition, Cellier said, it insti- 
tuted a system whereby stamps 
would be placed on bottles, which 
will result, he added, in a saving 
of about $110,000 a year to the 
Federal Government. 


965 NATIONAL BANKS OPEN

NEW ORLEANS, March 31. — 
Thirty-three persons were killed by 
tornadoes which struck four South- 
ern states last night and today, 
causing property damage of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
Deaths of <wo women, three chil- 
dren and a Negro boy, were report- 
ed from Brookhaven and Green- 
ville, Miss., where the storms struck 
after devastating a half dozen East 
Texas communities and portions of 
Northwestern Louisiana and South- 
ern Arkansas. 

The disturbances continued spo- 
radically today, sweeping through 
sectors in Louisiana and Mississip- 
pi. Just before noon, a terrific wind 
swept around and through Zach- 
ary, La., damaging small dwellings 
extensively and injuring a white 
planter and a score of Negroes. 
The storm moved through a 12.- 
foot swath, uprooting trees and 
passing out of the town to the East. 

The white children and the Negro 
boy were drowned near Greenville 
when the high wind toppled homes 
into the Boquephalia River. 

East Texas had 17 reported dead 
and Mississippi nine. Louisiana re- 
ported six fatalities and South Ar- 
kansas one. The injured were esti- 
mated at several hundred. 

At Lindale, Tex.,.on the edge of 
the East Texas oil field, two per- 
sons were killed.

He directed the Department of 
Labor to supervise enrollmert of 
the idle, making plain that he had 
in mind the selection of men who 
went to the metropolitan centers 
during boom days to carry out the 
task of putting the many water- 
sheds of the nation again in condi- 
tion to produce timber and guard 
against floods, 

Governors of the 48 states were 
asked today to send representatives 
to Washington for a conference 
April 6 to shape a program of co- 
operation with the Roosevelt forest- 
conservation-employment program. 
The call was issued by Secretary 
Wallace after conferring with Maj. 
R. Y. Stuart, Chief United States 
Forester, mapping plans for the use 
of part of the men the President 
contemplates placing at work on 
forest projects. Regional foresters 
of the Federal service will meet 
Monday. 

It is the hope of Mr. Rooseve't 
to get some men to work within 
two weeks. By midsummer, he 
thinks more than 200,000 men can 
be employed in the forests. 

The Pregident will go ahead with 
the plan he had in mind to give 
the “civilian conservation curps” 
$30 a month with food and subsist- 
ence. 

Maj. R. Y. Stuart, U. S. forester, 
called a conference of Represeata- 
tives of State Forestry Departments 
to plan State projects.

The shorter the distance, the 
greater economy in the operation, 
has been advanced as one principle 
on which the plans should be based. 

As a result, the Forest Service 


‘is seeking to bring about agree- 


ments to increase the number of 
co-operative projects in the East. 
There are only about 6,000,000 acres 
of national forests east of ths Mis- 
sissippi, and it is from this area 
that, on a basis of population, the 
largest group of recruits will come. 

Its plans for camps would limit 
the number of men in most cases 
in each to about 100. Larger num- 
bers would be used in camps where 
projects requiring considerable 
labor were concentrated in a small 
area. 

The War Department is prepared 
to transport men long distances.

HEAD OF CLOSED 


‘BROKERAGE FIRM 


Senior Partner of Lorenzo 
-E. Anderson & Co., Suc- 
- cumbs at 46, at Home of 
His Mother. 


Arthur C. Hilmer, senior partner 
in Lorenzo E. Anderson & Co,, 
brokerage firm which collapsed two 
years ago with a heavy loss to in- 
vestors, died of cirrhosis of the 
liver last night at the home of his 
mother, Mrs. Laura Hilmer, 6132 
Pershing avenue. He was 46 years 


old. 

‘Funeral services have not been 
arranged pending the arrival of his 
widow and two sons who have been 
living in Miami, Fla. The Hilmers 
made their home there after the 
failure of the brokerage firm,-but 
he returned to St. Louis the first 
of this year. A divorce suit was 
filed by Mrs. Hilmer Feb. 24, but 
had not been tried. 

Hilmer left the senior class of 
Washington University in 1908 to 
enter the brokerage business. He 
began as an office boy with the 
firm he later headed, When its 
founder, Lorenzo FE, Anderson, died 
in 1925, Hilmer was a partner. Two 
years later, following a disagree- 
ment with Oliver J. Anderson, son 
of the founder, Hilmer bought out 
the interests of the other partners. 

The firm was suspended for in- 
solvency by the New York Stock 
Exchange Jan. 22, 1931, and on the 
same day a receiver was appointed, 
Its assets are being liquidated by 
the Reorganization Investment Co., 


formed with new capital of $2,000,- je 


000. Hilmer, when the firm col- 
lapsed, was president of the St. 
Louis Stock Exchange. 

The liquidating company, alleging 
Hilmer owed it $8¥,000 through his 
trading account with Lorenzo E. 
Anderson & Co., obtained the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for his per- 
sonal assets two weeks ago. It al- 
leged he had insurance policies to- 
taling $220,000 and was receiving 
payments of $1800 a month on an- 
nuity and health policies. These 
payments were stopped by court 
order. 

Before the collapse of his broker- 
age firm Hilmer lived in Clayton 
' gt 91 Arundel place and spent some 
time at his country place, Twin 
View Farms, on Gravois road in 
Jefferson County. He also had a 
summer home at Harbor Point, 
Minn. In obtaining the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for Hilmer’s as- 
sets the Reorganization Investment 
Co. alleged he was disposing of 
these properties and had transfered 
the Arundel place property and the 
Harbor Point home to his wife. 

Hilmer’s sons are Arthur, 16 
years old, and William, who is 12. 
Also surviving are his mother and 
two brothers, William C. and Ed- 
win H. Hilmer.

machinery for holding a State con- 
vention to-ratify an amendment to 
the Constitution of the United 
States, whenever it is submitted 
by Congress for ratification by 
State conventions instead of by the 


Legislatures was passed by the 
House today and will be sent to 
the Governor for approval. 

The bill, which originated in the 


House, was passed there severe! Wide 


weeks ago. It was passed by the 
Senate with a minor amendment, 
which necessitated House concur- 
rence in the amendment and re- 
passage of the bill. 

The act does not carry an 
emergency clause. Gov. Park has 
stated he -would sign the bil’. It 
will become effective 90 days after 
the adjournment of the Legicelu- 
ture, . 

The Governor has said he would 
probably issue a call for the con- 
vention in October, to consider 
ratification of the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

Under this bill, the convention 
will be composed of 68 delegates, 
two from each of the 34 State Sen- 
atorial Districts. The delegates will 
be nominated at mass meetings, 
starting with the precincts. The 
delegates will be elected’ in a-spe- 
cial election to be called by the 
Governor, preceding the convention. 

Two sets of delegates, one favor- 
ing a proposed amendment and the 
other against it, will be nominated 
in each of the districts, and the 
voters will elect one or the other 
delegation in the special election 
which, in effect, will be a state- 
referendum on repeal.

“There were four of the calls,” 
she said. I answered three of 
them. The first time the woman at 
the other end of the wire asked for 
the Rev. Schlueter. I explained 
that she was talking to the home 
of the Rev. Schlueter’s son, my fa- 
ther, and she hung up. 

“Next she called on a Sunday and 
asked to speak to Dad. I called 
him to the phone, but she had 
hung up. The next call after that 
was answered by Mother. The 


woman again asked for Rev. 
Schlueter, but hung up without giv- 
ing her name. Later we found that 


my grandfather had received no 
calls from her. 

“She called the last time just a 
few days ago and asked for Dad, 
She was asked if she cared to give 
her name, since Dad was not home, 
She said no she didn’t care to, that 
she would get in touch with him 
on the following morning. Then 
she hung up.” 

Miss Schlueter controlied her 
emotions with obvious difficulty 
when she was asked about the rela- 
tions of her father and mother. 

“IT cannot remember ever having 
heard them quarrel,” she said, her 
voice breaking. “She did everything 
in the world fer him and he did 
everything for her happiness.” 

Miss Schlueter testified she had 
never known her father to own a 
weapon of any kind and had never 
seen a firearm of any description 
in their home. 

His sister, Miss Ruth Schlueter, 
testified that it was she who placed 
the stained pillow slip in the bath- 
tub after it had been removed 
from the pillow on which her 
mother lay. Like her sister, Miss 
Ruth described their home as a 
happy one, and said she had never 
heard her mother and father in a 
quarrel of any sort. 

Wilma Schlueter, 15 years old, 
‘said she first learned of her 
mother’s murder when she was 
awakened by her elder sisters cry- 
ing out and running to and fro in 
the hallway outside her room on 
the first floor. 

Guest in Home Testifies. 

Mary Jane Ritter, 14, 3155 Jamie- 
son avenue, @ house guest who was 
sleeping with Wilma, testified she 
heard the shots, but thought noth- 
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ing of them, because they sounded 
dull and subdued, and went back 
to sleep. She was awakened a few 
minutes later by Wilma. Mary 
Jane testified she was a frequent 
visitor at the Schlueter home and 
said she had never observed any- 
thing but affectionate relations be- 
tween Schlueter and his wife.

CIVILIANS AT NAVY YARDS 
CONTINUE ON 5-DAY WEEK 


pPetes Effective Until Comptralier- 


General Rules In Regard to 
15 Pct. Cut. | 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 
navy today instructed all nuvy 
yards and stations to continue 
civilian employes on the five-day 
week basis until the office of the 
Comptrolier-General rules on 
whether the basis can be continued 
under the 15 per cent pay reduc 
tion. 

The Saturday half-day in yarés 
and stations for civilians was abol- 
ished last year to meet the then 
81-3 per cent furlough pay cut. Ry 
eliminating the half day—con:put- 
ed by naval experts to be an un- 
economical working period for the 
navy—slightly more than the 81-3 
per cent cut was made in civilian 
pay. It was considered, however, 
the best method of arriving at the 
reduction. 

The Comptroller-General’s office 
has been asked whether the differ- 
ence between the half day elimina- 
tion and the full 15 per cent can 
be taken from pay envelopes ana 
the five-day week continued in 
yards and stations. The navy has 
44,876 civilian employes outside the 
department in the Capital. 


VETERANS’ BODIES DISCUSS 
PLAN TO CUT ALLOWANCES 


Administration Program for $400,- 
000,000 Slash Submitted to Five 
Organizations.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 
administration’s program to reduce 
Government expenditures for vet- 
erans, authorized by Congress un- 
der the economy act, has been 
laid before five veterans’ organiza- 
tions by Lewis W. Douglas, Direc- 
tor of the Budget. 

The five organizations are: The 
American Legion, the Disabled 
American War Veterans, the United 
Spanish War Veterans, the Dis- 
abled Emergency Officers’ Associa- 
tion, and the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 

The program, it was said, would 
“go the entire limit” in paring down 
expenditures for veterans. The 
plan submitted covers 40 pages. 

Veterans organization officials 
described as conservative the un- 
official estimates that the cuts 
might total $400,000,000 or $425,- 
000,000.

Brogan Bill Will Be Re- 


Post- 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 31.— 
The Brogan bill for the repeal of 
the State “bone-dry” law was ap- 
proved by the House Committee 
on Jurisprudence. in a 
brief conference late yesterday and 


the Senate last week. 

A request that the bill be made 
a special order of business for pass- 
age on Wednesday afternoon will 
be submitted to the House after the 
committee report is filed. 

No h was held on the bill 
by the committee and the “do pass” 
recommendation was adopted after 
an executive session of the commit- 
tee which lasted about 10 minutes. 

Two Other Bills Killed. 

This is the third bill proposing 
repeal of the State “bone-dry” law 
to be reported out by the Commit- 
tee on Criminal Jurisprudence. The 
two other bills, both introduced in 
the House, were killed on the floor 
at the instance of wets. This action 
was in accordance with an agree- 
ment entered into earlier in the 
session, in a caucus of the Demo- 
cratic majority in the House, that 
the wets would drop their plans 
for passing a bill repealing the 
State prohibition law if the drys 
would not oppose the bill declaring 
beer with an alcoholic content of 
3.2 per cent by weight to be non- 


act now is in effect under an 
emergency clause. 

A fight likely will develop when 
the bill is calle¢ up for passage. 
Speaker Meredith and Democratic 
floor leader Keating of Kansas City 
have expressed doubt the bill will 
be passed by ti.e House, in view of 
the understaniing entered into in 
the majority caucus.

In the front row are his 


High Cost of Managing a Boxer 
Now Reduced to $7.10 a Week 


Bob Riley, St. Louisan; Campaigns His Stable Through 
the South for Six Months and Makes Money 
Despite Meager Purses.

Bob Riley, a boxing manager who has arranged a “‘new deal’ 


by which he, his boxers and the 


promoters of boxing shows have 


profited, is back in the city after six months spent in the southeast- 
ern part of the country where he campaigned with his string of 
boxers, including Dave Barry, featherweight; Johnny Miles, light- 


heavyweight; Lou Terry, 


lightweight; 


Chick Rains, light-heavy- 


weight, and Tom Hambrick, heavyweight. 


Since he left here early in Oc- 
tober, Riley has traveled nearly 
8000 miles by automobile, spend- 
ing most of the time in Georgia, 
the Carolinas and Florida. His men 
took depression purses for their 
bouts, lived economically and came 
back with money in their pockets. 

In order to make their dollars 
go the farthest, Riley and his box- 
ers lived most of the time in a fur- 
nished apartment in West Palm 
Beach, Fila. Barry's wife kept house 
and did the cooking for the training 
table, while Miles, who has had ex- 
perience in the grocery business, 
bought their food in wholesale lots. 

All the expenses were pro-rated 
and the boys chipped. in their 
shares at the end of the week or 
month. This arrangement, accord- 
ing to Riley, enabled the boxers to 
live for about $7.10 per week. 


Depression-Days Routine. 


They followed the same routine 
for practically their entire stay, ate 
two meals a day, breakfast at 9 
o'clock in the morning and dinner 
at 4:30 in the afternoon. They lived. 
near the baseball diamond where 
they did their road work in the 
morning. After breakfast they 
took sun baths on the roof, rested 
until 2 o’clock in ,the afternoon, 
then went to the gymnasium for 
their daily boxing, returned home, 
ate dinner and in the evening were 
permitted to go to picture shows 
or to the beach. At 10 o'clock lights 
were out and everybody was in bed. 

This program, Riley says, put the 
boys in fine condition and kept 
them that way, although they were 
boxing regularly. 


Barry returned with the best 
record of the “stable.” He won 12 
out of 13 fights, four of his vic- 
tories being by knockouts. He lost 
a decision to Bucky Burton and re- 
versed that in a later meeting. The 
boys he kayoed were Baby Miller, 
Young Lucien, Young Granda and 


Davey Adleman. He won over 


Burton, Johnny Kennedy, Simpson 
(twice), Sammy Lucas, Ray Schnei- 
der, Johnny Gonzales (twice). 

> Miles Suffered Two Defeats. 

= Miles won six out of eight battles. 
He knocked out Tony Ferrente, 
Charley Scherer and Billy Stall- 
ings. He won from Joe King, 
Charley Arthur and Andy Cum- 
mings. He lost to Harold Murphy 
and suffered a technical knockout 
by Bob Godwin who recently was 
kayoed by Maxie Rosenbloom in 
Madison Square Garden for the 
light heavyweight championship. 

Terry won and lost to Chino 
Alvarez and Battling Shaw, won 
from Jimmy Decaro and lost to 
Pete Nebo. 

The “gates” for these bouts, which 
were fought in Charleston, 8. C., 
Savannah, Ga., Jacksonville, Miami, 
St. Petersburg and West Palm 
Beach, Fia., ran from $300 to $1710, 
according to Riley.

Miles 
also is taking it easy, for Riley 
thinks that Barry and Miles both 
require some rest, Barry particu- 
larly.

Barry, Riley says, has proved to

MEET TOMORROW

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 
March 31.—Foreign Minister Carlos 
Saavedra Lamas expressed great 
satisfaction today at reports that 
President Roosevelt was especially 
interested in the development of 
trade between South America and

The realization of such an objec- 
tive, he said, would “engender a 
new and modern conception of Pan-

MIDWEST EDUCATIONAL 
CONFERENCE OPENED 


Round Table -Discussions of 
Training of Adults Begin 
Two-Day Program. 


Adult education was the principal 
topic‘on the program for today's 
opening sessions of the sixth an- 
nual Mid-West Education Confer- 
ence meeting at Washington Uni- 
versity. Seven round tables on edu- 
cational topics, in which teachers, 
administrators, students and par- 
ents participated, opened the two- 
day meeting. 

Speakers at the round table on 
adult education, introduced for the 
first time this year, and presided 
over by Dean Frank M. Debatin of. 
the University College, were Ever- 
ett Dean Martin, director of the 
People’s Institute, New York, whu 
was to on “Democracy—A 
Challenge to the Adult Mind”; 
George A. Andrews, dean of the 
college at the Principia and George 
C. Brandenburg, head of the De- 
partment of Education, Purdue 
University. 

Andrews will discuss “Student 
Training in the Junior College,” and 
Brandenburg will talk on “How 
College Teachers Fail.” Sutsmcts 
taken up by the other round tables 
are character education, remedial 
teaching, education of the handi- 
capped, industrial education, pre- 
school and parental education, and 
secondary education. 

The theme of the round table on 
character education, presided over 
by Theodore F. Lentz, associate 
professor of Education at Washing- 
ton, was “The Relation of Individ- 
ual Character to the Depression.” 
Speakers were the Rev. Ivan Lee 
Holt, pastor of St. John’s Metho- 
dist Church; Leo McCarthy, execu- 
tive director of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Relief and Unemploy- 
ment, and Ralph F. Fuchs, asso- 
ciate professor of law, at Washing- 
ton. 

The discussion was in the nature 
of a debate with McCarthy defend- 
ing the thesis that “big business is 
essentially honest and well-inten- 
tioned” and Fuchs contending that 
“our principal hope lies in chang- 
ing the system.” Dr. Holt discussed 
“Our Defective Economics as a 
Function of Inadequate Ethics.” 

Tonight the conference will meet 
in the court room of January Hali 
at 8 o’clock. Edgar C. Taylor, head 
master of the Taylor School, will 
speak on “Education Faces ‘New 
Problems;” T. W. H. Irion, dean 
of the School of Education, Mis- 
souri University and president of 
the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Association, on “Making Mis- 
souri Educationally Minded;” 
and J. Leighton Stuart, president of 
Yenching University, Peiping, 
China, on “Problems Facing Edu- 
cation in the Orient.” 

Tomorrow morning there will be 
only one round table, discussing 
“The Part Education Should Play 
in the Solution of Present Day 
Problems.” The conference will 
close with a dinner tomorrow night 
at which Martin, Ethel Kawin, di- 
rector of the pre-school department 
of the Illinois Institute for Juvenile 
Research, and Chancellor George 
Reeves Throop will speak. The 
dinner, as well as the conferences, 
is open to the public. 


TARIFF INCREASES TO MEET 
DEPRECIATED CURRENCY URGED 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce Re- 
port for Legislation Providing 
Automatic Boosts. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Im- 
mediate passage of legislation to 
provide for automatic tariff  in- 
creases against goods produced by 
countries with depreciated cur- 
rencies was urged today in a re- 
port presented to the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 

The report said severe competi- 
tion in certain lines of industry 
and directly traceable to depreci- 
ated currencies continues to exist, 
intensifying production  curtail- 
ment and adding to unemploy- 
ment. 

Described as even more serious 
was a tendency for depreciation to 
undermine the American price 
structure, preventing an upward 
movement. 

The report suggested that 
prompt enactment of automatic 
adjustment legislation advocated 
by the Chamber at the last session 
of Congress would serve to bring 
pressure to bear on foreign na- 
tions “to adopt such gold standards 
as will permit gradual stabiliza- 
tion of their domestic prices and 
wages.”

S$ you know from the telegrams which 

were received from Germany, the 
party leaders of the National Socialist 
party propose a boycott of German-Jew- 
ish business men. In this connection, it 
is to be emphasized that a final decision 
as to the accomplishment of the boycott 
will ‘be made in the course of the next 
days. This decision will only be made if 
the anti-German propaganda, which is 
being concocted by the foreign press re- 
garding the alleged atrocities against 
Jews in Germany, will have ceased by 
that time. But even if the boycott takes 
place, every foreigner is guaranteed to 
receive the highest protection regardless 
of his religion, descent or race. 

To illustrate the views of many Ger- 
man Jews, an editorial which appeared 
in the Berliner Tagebiatt, a paper of the 
liberal parties and owned by Jews, is of 
especia) interest, as it is an appeal to the 
foreign press.

In 1982 Great Britain converted her 5 per cent war 
loan of 1917, which totaled £2,086,977,000, into a new 
loan bearing interest at 3% per cent. In February 
ot this year, she brought the total of converted bonds 
to £2,352,000,000,; unprecedented in magnitude for an 
operation of this character. The saving to the British 
budget will amount to £38,000,000 annually, or about 
$130,000,000, at the current rate of exchange. 

The British achieved their bond conversion by 
patriotic appeal, going so far as to offer a cash bonus 
of £1 for every £4100 in bonds. Not so in Arkansas. 
The holders of $146,000,000 of Arkansas highway 
obligations have been given a choice between ex- 
changing their bonds for new bonds bearing 3 per 
cent interest, or holding their old bonds and re 
ceiving no interest. The old bonds bore interest rang- 
ing from 4% to 5 per cent. The State defaulted on a 
$770,000 bond interest payment March 1, but it has 
appropriated money with which to pay interest on 
the new bonds. 

Meanwhile, Washington lags. It is not merely that 
we have done nothing about the outstanding Liberty 
Bonds.

This loan re 
quires interest payments of $266,394,226, making a 
total annual interest for Liberty Bonds of $337,101,- 
597. Conversion of the first loan into 3 per cent bonds 
would save the Government $21,710,945 annually. 
Conversion of the fourth loan would save $69,351,243, 
or a total annual relief to the budget of $91,062,188.

President Roosevelt's forestry unemployment bili 
is now through Congress, and word comes from 
Washington that its effect will be felt within two 
weeks. As has been explained, it will provide work 
in the national forests for 250,000 men, who are to be 
chosen with the aid of the Department of Labor from 
among the jobless men of the Jarge cities. They will 
receive food, lodging, clothing and a $1 a day. 

Missouri, no doubt, will contribute its quota to the 
number of men who can be employed in this werk. 
None of them will work within the State. They must 
be taken elsewhere. This is due to the fact that the 
Missouri Legislature has never seen fit to make it 
possible for the Federal Government to acquire for- 
ested areas of sufficient size to warrant the estab- 
lishment of a national forest in the Ozarks. Thus is 
the delinquency of Missouri in the matter of forestry 
work, long apparent te interested persons, brought 
home te Missourians as a whole. 

The Western states have been the most generous 
in their grants of forest land te the Federal Govern- 
ment. Idaho leads with 15,300,000 acres, Montana is 
second with 13,400,000 acres and California third with 
13,200,000 acres. The other leading states in order 
are: Oregon, 11,900,000 acres; Colorado, 9,700,000; 
Washington, 7,600,000 acres; Utah, 5,200,000 acres; 
Wyoming, 4,700,000 acres, and New Mexico, 4,100,000 
acres. Arkansas and Minnesota each has approxi- 
mately 1,200,000 acres in such land. 

The delinquency of Missouri becomes more striking 
when it is pointed out that Missouri is not only one 
of a small number of states which have no Federal 
forest land, but that it enjeys the hardly creditable 
distinction of being one of the two states which have 
neither state nor Federal forests. This is despite the 
fact that Missouri is perhaps better fitted for an 
extensive system of forested preserves and a*planned 
program of reforestation than any state in the Union. 

What Missouri could and should do in the matter 
of forestry work was ably discussed at the recent 
Conference on Land Utilization at Columbia, by State 
Forester Frederick Dunlap. As Mr. Dunlap said, the 
outstanding forest trees of Missouri are trees of great 
usefulness. The white oak, which grows in every 
county, is in demand for home interiors, railroad ties, 
furniture and farm machinery. The black walnut, 
whose wood is the most valuable of native American 
trees, grows more extensively in Missouri than in 
any other state. The short-leaf yellow pine, so com- 
mon in the Ozarks, is a soft wood unsurpassed. More- 
over, save for the black jack oak, which is for the 
most part crowded out by good trees, Missouri forests 
are virtually free fram “weed” trees. 

The Missouri Ozarks are primarily a timber coun- 
try. Yet the greater part of the natural timber has 
been removed and the land allowed to go unreforested. 
This means little or no return on the land and the 
blight which eventually descends on such areas. It

at the proper time, as questions rat- 
tied through the loud speaker. 

At the end of the meeting a teile- 
gram from Senator Clark was read. 
He advocated Dickmann’s election 
and said: “In conversation today, 
President Roosevelt expressed his 
very earnest desire for a sweeping 
Dmocratic victory in St. Louis.” . 

Talks on Ryckoff Scandal. 

Dickmann spoke for 54 minutes, 
devoting nearly 40 minutes to a 
manuscript which dealt almost ex- 
clusively with the Ryckoff electric 
street lighting scandal. This scan- 
dal, which occurred in Mayor Mil- 
ler’s first administration, was ex- 
posed by the Post-Dispatch in 1929. 
Much of the speech consisted of 
direct and indirect quotation from 
Post-Dispatch news articles and 
editorials concerning this case. 

It was a detailed, chronological 
account of the contract given the 
late A. M. Ryskoff for some of the 
work under the $8,000,000 bond is- 
sue item for electric lights, and its 
aftermath. Dickmann declared 
there was a “whitewash of the 
Ryckoff scandal by the City Hall 
machine.” 

An engineering firm engaged by 
the city to check Ryckoff’s work, 
following a survey by engineers em- 
ployed by the Post-Dispatch, 
showed the city had been over- 
charged $157,064.66 for replacing 
paving after installing lights and 
wires. Ryckoff, John C. Pritchard, 
Director of Public Utilities, and 
George B. Heath, chief electrical 
engineer for the city, were charged 
with obtaining this amount by false 
pretenses. After Ryckoff’s death, 
the charges against Pritchard and 
Heath, who had been suspended 
from office, were dismissed, and 
they were reinstated in their jobs 
by Mayor Miller. 

The gathering listened atten- 
tively to Dickmann’s account, 
though the subject did not lend it- 
self to fiery delivery. Cheers, laugh- 
ter and applause occasionally inter- 
rupted the candidate. Most of the 
address was broadcast by radio. 

Dickmann Gets Ovation. 

John Maguire, war veteran, in- 
troduced Dickmann as “the peo- 
ple’s champion.” As Dickmann 
strode to the microphone, the 
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crowd arose, cheered and waved 

1 American flags. The band 
yed the Democratic campaign 
song, “Happy Days Are Here 
Again,” but scarcely could be heard 
above the din. 

Before launching into his manu- 
script, Dickmann offered an  an- 
swer to what he called the mud- 
slinging cartoon published in ad- 
vertisements by the Republican 
City Committee. This cartoon pic- 
tures Boss Tom Pendergast of 
Kansas City as the “dealer” in the 
proposed Democratic “new deal” 
for St. Louis, with Dickmann as a 
participant. The Republicans de- 
clare the Democratic machine 
backing Dickmann is dominated by 
Pendergast. 

As to this Dickmann said: “Noth- 
ing could be more farfetched or ri- 
diculous. I pledge myself to the 
people that in the conduct of the 
office of Mayor I will be guided 
only by common honesty and my 
own conscience. Such charges as 
that filthy cartoon makes are be- 
neath the intelligence of any fair- 
minded citizen and I shall not refer 
to them again.” 

Makes Attack on Neun. 

After the account of the Ryckoff 
scandal, continuing to read his 
manuscript, Dickmann asked: 
“Where was Mr. Neun while this 
wholesale robbery was going on?” 
The crowd roared. Dickmann re- 
ferred to the city’s loss under the 
contract as $186,000 and said Neun 
was an onlooker at City Hall when 
the overcharges occurred. ‘“Is this 
good executive service?” Dickmann 
asked. “No! No!” the audience 
cried. “Is this a recommendation 
for the job as leader in the major 
office which demands public confi- 
dence and excites public trust?” 
“No!” “Was Mr. Neun’s City Hall 
machine giving the taxpayers a 
square deal?” “No!” “Were they 
looking out for the interests of the 
people or were they taking care of 
a few of the boys?” “Yes!” 

“Does Mr. Neun’s service, accord- 
ing to this record, recommended 
him for the high office of public 
trust of Mayor’—No!”"—“when he 
did not raise a single protest while 
this swindle was being perpetuated 
and in fact to this day has done 
nothing further about it?” Is he 
the man who should be Mayor?” 
“No!” 

“If you owned a pusiness’ that 
had been operated in the same 
shilly shally way that the city was 
managed while the Ryckoff steal 
was taking place, would you be 
willing to let that same type of 
management continue?” “No!” 
“Would you, like Mr. Neun and the 
Republican City Hall machine, pass 
over a scandal of this kind with the 
bland assertion it is water run past 
the mill or would you show your 
lack of confidence and resentment 
of these officials by removing them 
from the management of your af- 
fairs?” “Yes!” 

“The total cost of the Ryckoff 
swindle to the taxpayers,” Dick- 
mann continued, “aggregates more 
than $200,000, which figure includes 
not only the $180,000 given to Ryck- 
off, but court costs and survey ex- 
penses in finding out, when it was 
already too late, that charges of 
the Post-Dispatch were true. Why} 
did not the City Hall watch dogs 
institute civil proceedings in at 
least an effort to try to get some 
of this money back? Can you an- 
swer that question, Mr. Neun?” 

“No!” the audience replied. 

Dickmann said the City Hall ma- 
chine dug up the $5000-a-year job 
of Water Division mechanical en- 
gineer a year ago for Leonard A. 
Day, who some time previously had 
been removed as Water Commis- 
sioner in charge of the division. 
Dickmann asked Neun why this 
was done, in a time of depression, 
with the city facing a deficit, since 
the position had not been filled for 
years. 

Neun was asked by Dickmann if 
“Vic” Miller had deserted him and 
the Republican machine in the face 
of a fear that a Democratic ad- 
ministration would be elected. 
Dickmann referred to Miller as 
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“slinking out of St. I 2uis, never to 
return.” The Mayor left for the 
East shortly after the primary of 
March 10 and associates do not 
know his plans. 

Refers to Court House Steps. 

Passing reference was made by 
Dickmann to the wooden steps of 
the Civil Courts Building and the 


failure of the city so far to com-. 


plete the Negro hospital provided 
for in the 1923 bond issue. 
Con¢luding his manuscript, Dick- 
mann said: “I have presented the 
taxpayers’ case. You 385,000 voting 
citizens are the judges. I leave Mr. 


Neun and his City Hall gang in} 


your hands. These are the cards of 
the new deal I offer you. It is up 
to you to deal them out with your 
votes next Tuesday.” 

Praises Roosevelt. 

Speaking extemporaneously and 
with more fieriness, Dickmann as- 
serted Neun has not answered the 
questions Dickmann has been pro- 
pounding, but was “putting up a 
smoke screen.” Dickmann touched 
on the benefit taxes charged for 
street widenings and the “exces- 
sive” expense of a vacuum clean- 
ing contract for principal streets, 
and described his work resulting 
in a 10 per cent reduction of 1932 
real estate assessments. 

Dickmann said he was prevailed on 
by “business and other thinking 
elements” to run to “give St. Louis 
a new deal like Franklin Roose- 
velt is giving the nation—and I’m 
going to do it.” The President’s 
name was. cheered _ repeatedly. 
Dickmann predicted . Roosevelt 
would be the nation’s greatest 
President. Saying Roosevelt had 
kept faith with the people by le- 
galizing beer, Dickmann added: 
“The brewing industry has gone 
Democratic since the Democrats 
kept their word.” 

Cautioning the crowd not to be 
overconfident of his victory, Dick- 
mann said he was opposed by “the 
biggest machine ever perpetuated 
in St. Louis,’ by “7500 fellows at 
City Hall trying to hold their jobs” 
and by “favored contractors” with 
whom the $87,372,500 bond issue of 
1923 was spent. He concluded: 

“All I’ve got on my side are good, 
honest, hard-working, decent citi- 
zens, who are determined to clean 
out that gang at City Hall. There 
is only one way for you to do—put 
that cross at the top of the Demo- 
cratic ticket.

Nation to Show Its Advances in 
History at Coming Chi- 
cago Exposition. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, March 31.—Evidences of 
Julius Caesar’s military genius, Ga- 
lileo’s original time piece, and the 
maps which guided Christopher Co- 
lumbus in his geographical studies 
will be placed on display at the Chi- 
cago Centennial Exposition. They 
will be included in a large shipraent 
of exhibits whereby Italy intends to 
show “the important part played by 
Italy, in the progress of civilization 
and the stimulation of science.” 

The Italian pavilion is intended to 
be a cross section of world scientific 
history. One section will display au- 
thentically reproduced copies of 
Caesar’s fortifications, bridges and 
troop equipment at the time of the 
Gallic wars. Another will trace the 
evolution of radio-telegraphy under 
Guglielmo Marconi. 

Development of Rome. 

Rome will be shown in many dif- 
ferent stages of development. 
Among the most interesting models 
of the city will be a reproduction of 
the capital as it was in the time of 
the Emperor Trajan, 56 to 117 A. D., 
a peak era in the history of the Ro- 
man Empire. 

The first ltalian automobile, built 
by Bernardi and looking like a dis- 
torted motor cycle bread wagon; 
samples of battering rams used in 
early Roman warfare; the model of 


naval craft, and other curios will 
lend diversity to the Italian exhibit. 

A copy of Galileo’s original tele- 
scope will find space ‘alongside An- 


the parent of all modern electric 
motors. 

A weights and measures _ section 
will show the slow advance of this 
sort of reckoning from the system 
of a clumsy group of rods of vari- 
ous lengths to the carefully tooled 
weights, spring balances and elec-

Grain and Olive Mills. 

Old pompeiian green and olive 
mills, some designed on the rough 
stone roller plan, others constructed 
as mere gravity crushers, will be 
seen with the bronze reproduction 
of crude surgical instruments of the 
same era.

be titled “Lombrosian Modeis of 
Criminal Anthropology.” Here an 
array of medieval prison jugs bear- 
ing the carvings of prisoners serv- 
ing solitary confinement will fur- 
nish a contrast to present day con- 
vict life. 
Prehistoric Italy will be repre- 
sented by paleolithic and neolithic 
slab engravings discovered by Ital- 
ian archeologists. 

A model of Lieut. E. Elia Vascel- 
lo’s marine mine, invented in 1890 
and used during the World War, 
will share space with models of the 
super-powered, double-hulled sea- 
planes which will be flown to the 
exposition by Gen. Italo Balbo, the 
Air Minister.

Barge Line between St. Louis and 
New Orleans was 73,000 tons, which 
compared with 81,304 tons in Janu- 
ary and 112,558 in February, 1932. 

Sales of new automobiles in 
February increased over sales in 
January, following an unvarying 
trend of the last 10 years, and were 
larger than in any other month 
since last June. As compared with 
the figures of a year earlier, how- 
ever, the February volume con- 
tinued the steady decrease which 
has been in effect for several 
months. 

Individual Industries. 

Conditions in individual indus- 
tries during February are reported 
as follows: 

Boots and Shoes—Sales were 28 
per cent smaller than in February, 
1932, and 15 per cent smaller than 
in January. The 15 per cent de- 
cline was seasonal. 

Clothing—With ordering for ab- 
solute requirements representing a 
substantial aggregate, sales were 
28 per cent larger than in Jan- 
uary and 8 per cent larger than in 
February, 1932. 

Drug and chemicals—Continued 
quietness in demand for heavy 
chemicals and reduced require- 
ments for seasonal goods were fac- 
tors in a decrease of 4 per cent in 
February sales as compared with 
those of January and of 14.5 per 
cent as compared with the total 
for February, 1932. 

Dry goods—Following the usual 
seasonal trend, sales were 7 per 
cent greater than in the preceding 
month, but the total was 17 per 
cent smaller than the total for Feb- 
ruary, 1932. 

Electrical supplies —Improve- 
ment in demand from public util- 
ities and certain sections of the 
construction industry was reflected 
in an increase in sales of 19 per 
cent over the preceding month. 
The total, however, was one-fourth 
smaller than that in February, 
1932.

| Woodin follows: 
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New Treasury Order Permits 
Them to Perform Fiduciary 
Duties. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 
Treasury Department yesterday au- 


in the Federal Reserve system to 
carry on fiduciary transactions. A 
formal regutation issued by Secre- 
tary Woodir., authorizing such ac- 
tion said: : 

“Any banking institution which 
is a member of the Federal Reserve 
system and is not licensed to per- 
form the usual banking functions, 
but which is duly authorized to 
engage in the business of acting 
as trustee, executor, administrator, 
registrar of stocks and bonds, 
transfer agent, guardian of estates, 
assignee, receiver, committee of es- 
tates of lunatics, or in any other 
fiduciary capacity, may transact 
such business in the normal and 
usual manner and may make pay- 
ments on account of the principal 
for income of trust or other fiduci- 
ary funds to the persons entitled 
thereto; provided, that except to 
the extent permitted by other emer- 
gency banking regulations, no such 
banking institution shall withdraw 
or pay out any trust or other 
fiduciary fund or deposit with any 
other department of such banking 
institution or make any other pay- 
ment in connection with a-trust or 
other fiduciary fund which would 
operate to discharge, as a whole or 
in part, any indebtedness, as distin- 
guished from any trust or other 
fiduciary duty, of such banking in- 
stitution.” 

This new regulation, the Treas- 
ury said, superseded and revoked 
a previous ruiing made on March 7. 

A little later, the Treasury con- 
ditionally authorized unlicensed 
state member banks to permit with- 
drawals which are lawfully secured 
by collateral. 

A regulation issued by Secretary 
“Any state bank 
which is a member of the Federal 
Reserve system, «und is not licensed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
perform usual banking functions, 
may permit withdrawals of depos- 
its which are lawfully secured by 
collateral; provided, that such with- 
drawals are (a) permissible under 
applicable law, (b) duly authorized 
by the board of directors. of such 
bank, upon such terms with respect 
to the release of collateral as will 
fully protect all depositors and 
other creditors against the crea- 
tion of any preferences, and (c) 
approved by the appropriate state 
authority having supervision of. 
such bank. 

“Any such bang is authorized to 
carry on such usual banking func- 
tions as may be essential to allow 
the withdrawals permitted by this 
regulation, subject to the provisions 
and restrictions above set forth and 
except as otherwise prohibited.”

three in clubs or hearts now de 
volves on him. 

Such deception would be the re- 
sult of a bid in which my no-trump 
values were very much of a mini- 
mum and also my concealed suit 
was shaded as regards the top 
cards at its head.

Peptic Ulcers and Nerves 


T has been widely observed that 
| there is a so-called constitutional 

type of person in whom peptic 
ulcers are prone to develop. 
There is no quesetion, too, that 
there is an important hereditary 
factor predisposing the individual 
to the development of peptic ulcer. 
According to Dr. Walter C. Al- 
varez, who has devoted much study 
to peptic ulcers, much evidence is 
accumulating to show that in many 
cases, the tendency to the forma- 
tion of ulcers is based on the ab- 
normally high reactivity of the in- 
dividual. 
He often is a keen, wide-awake, 
sensitive type of man who drives 
himself day and night, who re- 
sponds too much to things that 
break into his routine, and whe 
does not know how to relax. 
Dr. Alvarez further voints out 
that many persons who are out- 
wardly calm are inwardly tense, 
anxious or fearful. 
A number of such individuals 
present the picture of a pseudo- 


ulcer—that is, they have all the 
symptoms of an ulcer, though the 
most searching X-ray study of their 
gastro-intestinal tract does not re- 
veal any break in the lining mem- 
brane. 

In the experiments of Dr. Beau- 
mont on the French-Canadian, 
Alexis St. Martin, who, having been 
shot in the abdomen, recovered, but 
had a permanent opening into his 
stomach, it was observed that fear, 
anger, or any other intense emo- 
tion affected the stomach and its 
functions. 

The lining membrane would lose 
its smooth, healthy appearance, 
would become sometimes red and 
dry, and at times pale and moist. 
The gastric secretions would be- 
come weak or entirely suppressed. 

Everyone has witnessed a _ sim- 
ilar suppression of secretions in the 
drying up of the mouth under the 
stress of intense emotions. 

Quite frequently, therefore, in the 
effective treatment of peptic ulcer, 
it is important to persuade the pa- 
tient to live an easier life both men- 
tally and physically.

A quick, indiffer- 
ent wiping can do,more harm than 
you may think. 

Remember that all beautiful 
hands are strong and flexible: 
Therefore, you will have to exercise 
the muscles of your hands every 
time you wash them. : 

Use the palm of one hand placed 


firmly on the other hand. Massage 
deeply with a rotary motion. Do this 
for at least three minutes to each 
hand. Within a week, you will be 
delighted with their new firmness 
and grace.

Soak gela- 
tine in fruit juices, add to syrup 
and churn until partly frozen. 
Then beat egg whites stiff along 
with the cream and fold into sher- 
bet. Continue freezing. until solid.
